Washington Was in Evening Dress 
and He Was Only Guest—Prob- 
ably the First Negro Ever 
Entertained at the 
White House. 


Washington, October 16.—(Special.)— 
Booker T. Washington, the well known 
negro educator, president of the Tuske- 
gee, Ala., institute, was a guest of Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Roosevelt at dinner at 
the white house tonight. Washington is 
‘probabiy the first American negro to dine 
with a president of the United States 
and his family, although it was reported 
that President Cleveland once enter- 
tained a negro friend at the white house 
board. 

Since President Roosevelt occupied the 
white house there has hardly been a din- 
ner or juncheon without its guests, and 
as the president has been so free with his 
invitations no special list of guests is pre- 
pared and the ushers do not know who 
the guests will be until they arrive. To- 
wight, just before 8 o'clock, a negro in 
evening dress presented himself at the 
white house door, and, giving his name, 
saii that he was to dine with the presi- 
dent. Booker Washington has made sev- 
eral visits to the white house and his 
face is known there, so he was at once 
udmitted into the private apartments and 
the president notified of his arrival. Ne 
other guest arrived and the dinner was 
seen served.

Goes to Museum. 

New York, October 16.—All litigation 
with regard to the will of Jacob 8. Rogers 
has been settled. In commenting on this. 
Robert W. De Forrest, counsel for the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, said: 

“The effect of this settlement will be to 
put the’ museum within a short time in 
possession of Mr. Rogers’ residuary 
estate, the value of which is ppward of 
$5,000,000. The amount paid in settlement 
was $250,000, about 5 per cent on the 
amount involved and not much more than 
a year’s normal income on this amount 
of. property, The chief subject of settle- 
ment was the claim made against his 
estate that by making the museum his 
residuary legatee he had violated an

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‘W. W. Rockhill, Commissioner to China. Having Compl@bec 
Work at Pekin, Mr. Rockhill Has Returned to the Unite 
and Talks Interestingly of Conditions in the “Flowery Kingdom.” 2 
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Victoria, B. C., October 16—W. W. 
Rockhill, the commissioner who repre- 
sented the United States in the negotia- 
tions between the allies and China, ar- 
rived here yesterday by’ the steamship 
Empr#g@ss of Japan on his way to Wash- 
ington. He has with him a copy of the 
protocol bet#@een China and the powers 
which was recently signed by the repre- 
sentatives of ‘the various nations inter- 
ested. He will proceed direct ‘to Wash- 
ington by the Canadian railroad, 

Affairs in China have resumed their 
normal state, the commissioner said in 
an ‘nterview.. He did not anticipate any 
further oubreak, but there was no telling 
what would happen in China. So-called 
insurrections in Kan Su and Manchuria, 
he said, were simply local uprisings 
which had been very much exaggerated. 
Three hundred Chinese ‘troops entered 
Pekin on September 17. and the keys of 
the gates were handed overt with elab- 
orate ceremony. All foreign troops were 
withdrawn with the é@xception of the 
legation guards and guards at the rall- 
way stations. The commercial interests 
seem to be taking charge of the country. 

Before Mr. Rockhill left PeXin the Chi- 
nese troops hac commenced to police’ the

city. The people, he said, had benefited 
by the occupation, they having been 
given work rebuilding the legations and 
other work at wages which they had 
never dreamed of. 

Mr. Rockhill said. he expected to hear 
very shortly of the peturn of the court

Mr. Rockhill says many peope are 
starving in the district in which Hsiang 
Fu is-situated, but the reports of the 
famine in other parts of the empire sent 
out to the press have Been greatly exag- 
gerated. The famine is the result of the 
failure of the crops.

Asked how much time had been con- 
sumed in the Brooklyn's turn, Comman- 
der Sears said he had never been able to 
reach a satisfactory conclusion on that 
point. The time had seemed very short 
to him; it might have been fifteen or 
twenty minutés. On the morning of July 
3, but previous to the battle, he had, he 
said, noticed that all the ships were near 
the positions assigned to them except 
the Texas.

TO BUILD NAVY 


An Increase of $21,000,000 
in Estimates Prepared by 
the Navy Department. 
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PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 


Secretary Long, Discussing Heavy 
Increase in Estimates, Says 
That They Have Hearty 
Approval of the Ad- 
ministration. 


Washington, October 16.—The estimates 
lof the navy for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 19083, were made public at the 
navy department today. The total 
amount is $98,910,984 against $77,924,535 ap- 
propriated for the current year. 

Secretary Long, in speaking of the es- 
timates, said that they were made with 
a due regard for the needs of the navy. 
and intimated that they had the approval 
of the administration. He spoke of the 
increased cost of the navy and said that 
the building of a battleship costing %5,- 
000,000 was not the end of its expense, as 
its maintenance was very costly. These 
estimates, he said, did not cover any 
recommendations for increasé of the navy 
over that already authorized, but it is 
more than likely the secretary will recom- 
mend three new battleships and two ar- 
mored cruisers and a number of small 
gunboats. 

The new estimated items for the Norfolk 
yard aggregate $1,208,500, which includes 
$350,000 for the purchase of land. 

An estimate of $650,000 was made for a 
plant for housing and storing torpedo 
vessels at Pensacola. 

Representatives Dayton, of West Vir- 
ginia, and Meyer, of Louisiana, who are 
members of the naval affairs committee of 
the house, had a talk with the president 
today about the work of congress with 
respect to the navy... The president was 
vigorous in his -expressions of a desire 
to see a strong navy built up.

Some Interesting Figures Furnished 

bese by Census Bureau. 

‘Washington, October 16.—About 21 per 
cent of the total population of the United 
States attend public schools and 2? per 
cent of the rest attend private schools, 
according to the annual report of the com- 
missioner of education. The grand total 
in all schBols, elementary, secondary and 
higher, public and private, for the year 
ended July 1, 1900, was 17,020,710 pupils, an 
increase of 282,348 over the previous year. 
Of this number the enrollment in public 
institutions Supported by general and lo- 
cal taxes was 15,443,462. Counting in spe- 
cial institutions, such as evening schools, 
Indian schools, schools connected with 
asylums, reform schools and other insti- 
tutions more or less educational in their 
character, increase the total number by 
half a million pupils. 

Public high schools have increased from 
2,526 in 1890 to 6,905 in 1900.

San Francisco, October 16.—Considerable 
routine business was transacted at today’s 
session of the triennial Episcopal conven- 
tion. A new missionary bishop was elect- 
ed, and in the house of deputies there was 
en animated debate on the proposition to 
change the name of the church. This 
question did not come up as a direct issue, 
but on a motion to concur with the house 
of bishops in creating a joint commission, 
to which the subject should be referred. 

There was much division of sentiment in 
regard to the matter. A proposal to re- 
fuse to consider the question in any form 
was strongly supported, but this, it was 
ergued, would fail to show proper respect 
to the house of bishops. Finally, the 
reference to the subject to a joint commis- 
sion was agreed upon. No further action 
will be taken until the meeting of the 
gener 1! convention in 1904. 

The house of deputies unanimously 
elected Dr. Cameron Mann, of Kansas 
City, to be missionary bishop of North 
Dakota. 

The Huntington amendment to article 10 
of the constitution, which was adopted 
yesterday by the house of deputies, was 
ron-concurred in by the bishops. 

The rooms of the woman’s auxillary 
were closed this evening in respect to 
the memory of the honorary secretary, 
Mrs. Mary A. E. Twing, of New York, 
whese funeral was held from St, Luke’s 
church.

TROOPS ARE IN CONFUSION. 


Army of Venezuela Said To Be in a 
Bad Way. 


Willemstad, Island of Curacao, October 
16, via Haytien cable.—Advices received 
here from Maracaibo, Venezuela, under 
date of yesterday, say that the Venezte- 
lan troops on the Guajira peninsula are 
in a condition of utter confusion. Robber- 
ies and outrages by Indians continue. The 
entire Indian population is against the 
Venezuelans, and the latter dare not leave 
their camps. The Indians are ambush- 
ing and killing small parties. Demorali- 
zation is spreading among the Venezuelan 
troops, and there is tncreasing sickness 
among them. Four deserters from the 
Venezuelan ranks were recently caught 
and shot. 

The Venezuelans at Guajira are in no 
condition to assume the aggressive against 
Colombia, hence there is little likelihood 
cf fighting. The Tachira frontier is still 
quiet; rains in the mountains preventing 
active operations, if any were contem- 
plated. Few troops are being moved to- 
ward Guajira and Tachira, Venezuela, for 
the present. is maintaining the status quo 
cn the frontier. - 

Colon, Colombia, October 16.—The situa- 
tion on the Isthmus of Panama is un- 
changed. News has been received here 
that the government forces defeated the 
insurgents recently at Panoneme, killing 
a large-number. Panoneme is now in the 
hands of the government. The govern- 
ment loss in the engagement was forty 
killed and wounded, among the latter be- 
ing Colonel Navia. 

By a recent decree all import dutieg in 
this department were doubled, ad valorem 
duties now being 20 per cent.

Italian Brigand, Who Has Killed 
Twenty-Five Men, Captured. 

Rome, October 16.—The notorious bri- 
gand, Mussoline, has been captured af- 
ter a fierce resistance at Urbino. He had 
long terrorized Calabria and is credited 
with having committed twenty-five mur- 
der. Owing to the symapthy shown him 
by the peasantry he had always escaped 
capture, despite the immense reward the 
government offered for his arrest. 

His career as an outlaw began two 
years ago, when he was liberated from 
what he considered an unjust imprison- 
ment. He vowed to kill the fifteen wit- 
nesses who were responsible for his con-

BREAD RIOTS IN EAST RUSSIA. 


Troops Called Out and Many Peas- 
ants Are Killed. 

London, October 17.—The Lemberg pa- 
pers report bread riots at Taraskova, 
eastern Russia, says the Vienna corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail. In Sumatra 
the starving peasants stormed the munici- 
pal buildings and residences of the 
wealthy persons, setting fire to some. 
Troops were summoned and fourteen 
peasants were killed. 

Similar riots in which several persons 
occurred at Anderweska, 
where two land owners had been mur- 
dered and also at Bestrawka and else- 
where in the same district.

Vienna, October 16.—The Neus Abend 
Blatt reports that there has been rioting 
in Kicheneff, Bessarabia, where 1,000 stu- 
dents attacked and wrecked the house 27f 
the governor, the headquarters of the po- 
lice and the office of The Official Gazette.

Three rob- 
bers were shot and wounded, one escaped 
and another was captured and is in the 
hanis of the police.

Modification of Bank Note Circula- 
tion Favored—Secretary Thinks 
Government’s Finance and 
Commercial Affairs 
Too Intimate. 


Milwaukee, Wis., October 16.—The sec- 
ond day’s session of the American Bank- 
ers’ Association was devoted to business 
from the start. Upon the call of states 
bankers from various sectfons of the 
country reported in five-minute speeches 
the general condition of business. The 
general trend of their statements showed 
that business was in a thoroughly satis- 
factory condition. 

FOlowing the call of states came a dis- 


cussion on practical banking questions. 
A. B. Stickney, president of the Chica- 


go Great Western Railway Company, was |- 


then introduced and read an interesting 
paper on “The Medium of Exchange and 
the Banking Function.” 

Secretary of the Treasury Lyman J. 
Gage was introduced by President Trow- 
bridge at the conclusion of Mr. Stickney’s 
paper. Mr. Gage was on the programme 
for tomorrow, but being in the city and 
desiring to leave before the convention 
came to a close, a change was made to 
enable him to speak today. 

Mr. Gage discussed the relations of the 
treasury to the business world and ex- 
pressed the opinion that “there is too 
close an intimacy between the govern- 
ment’s finance and our commonwealth af- 
fairs,’ but he added that “it is a com- 
fort and satisfaction to note that at the 
present moment the injurious effect of 
such intimacy appears to be at a mini- 
mum.”’ The speaker urged that the pres- 
ent is a most propitious time for enact- 
ing reasonable reforms in the currency 
and banking laws. 

Gage’s Financial Convictions. 

Mr. Gage summarized his financial con- 
victions as follows: 

“First. I believe it to be most desirable 
that the demand liabilities of the govern- 
ment known as legal tender notes should 
be put in the way of retirement and can- 
cellation. 

“Second. I believe that this can be ac- 
complished without any burden of in- 
terest cost to the public treasury. 

‘'Third.'I believe that our system of 
bank note circulation “can be ‘and ought 
to be so modified as to make it more re- 
sponsive to commercial and industrial re- 
quirements, without any increase of risk 
to the bill holder. 

“Fourth. I believe that beyond acting as 
a guardian and trustee for the people in 
relation to national banks, the govern- 
ment guaranty to bank note issues should 


e. 

“Fifth. I believe that the public moneys 
in excess of a reasonable working balance 
for daily use should be deposited in 
national banks. That a simple and safe 
system of disribution of funds can be de- 
vised I have no doubt. 

“Sixth. I believe that in periods of na- 
tional peace and prosperity the public rev- 
enue should be somewhat in excess of 
public expenditure, and that the surplus 
revenue should be applied to the reduc- 
tion of the public debt.’’ 

Legislation Is Demanded. 

The convention, by a rising vote, ex- 
tended thanks to Mr. Stickney for his 
address and to the honorable secretary of 
the treasury for his informal talk. 

Various resolutions, which were intro- 
duced yesterday and referred to the ex- 
executive council, were adopted by the 
convention today after being approved by 
the council. These included resolutions 
asking congress to repeal the war reve- 
nue act relating to stamps; legislation for 
the punishment of anarchists; the return 
of drafts, checks, etc., where stamps have 
been redeemed; indemnifying senders of 
unsigned certificates which may have 
been stolen. 

Chairman Tracy, of the committee on 
uniform laws, recommended an appro- 
priation for the furtherance of the work 
in connection with securing an improve- 
ment in the laws affecting the banking 
interests. This was feferred to the exec- 
utive council. 

M. T. Herrick, of Cleveland, introduced 
a resolution commending the project of 
the McKinley Memorial Association and 
requesting members to receive subscrip- 
tions at their respective banking houses. 
The resolution was unanimously ap- 
proved. 

The convention then adjourned until 
tomorrow. ,

ers’ Association convened in its fifth an- 
nual session here today. Howard Green, 
of Milwaukee, welcomede the delegates, 
and William G. Mather, of Cleveland, 
chairman of the trust section, responded.

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“NOT GUILTY” IS THE VERDICT 


President Owens and Superintendent 
Hazelhurst, with Two Negro 
Waiters, Are Placed on the 
Witness Stand—Trial 
Was a Breezy One. 


Savannah, Ga., October 16.—(Special.)-~ 
The Oglethorpe Club, one of Savannah's 
Swell social organizations, this morning 
faced the Chatham superior court to 
answer a charge. 

The club is accused of violating the 
laws regarding the sale of liquor in Sa- 
Vannaeh by keeping an open tippling house 
on the Sabbath day. 

“When the court opened there was pres- 
ent, in addition to a large attendance of 
the members of the club and of the local 
bar, several ministers. There was quite 
an array of attorneys, Solicitor General 
Osborne. being assisted by Attorney H. BE. 
Wilson, of the Good Government League. 
The attorneys for the defense were Gar- 
rard & Meldrim, Charlton & Charlton 
and McCall & Anderson. 

President George W. Owens. of 
Oglethorpe Club, was also present. 

After the jury had been impaneled, 
Colonel Meldrim, of counsel for the de- 
fense, demurred to the indictment. He 
made a lengthy argument in support 
of his motivun to dismiss. It was an ex- 
haustive, learned and interesting present- 
ation of analytical distinctions between 
nonfeasance and misfeasance on the part 
of corporations. The solicitor general, in 
his reply, dealt with the question in the 
cold-blooded manner the law makes. as- 
serting that there was no distinction be- 
tween persons and corporations in cer- 
tain misdemeanor cases. The arguments 
lasted two hours and resulted in the 
court overruling the demurrer. President 
Owens, Superintendent J. K. Hazelhurst. 
Alderman Hal Bacon and two negro wait- 
ers were placed on the stand by the 
estate. The witnesses were given verv 
explicit instructions at the instance of 
the club’s attorneys that they must not 
fn any way incriminate themselves in 
their testimony. Each witness endeav- 
ored to take advantage of these instruc- 
tions. It was finally drawn out of Super- 
intendent Hazelhurst that liquor was sold 
at the club, but he declined to state 
whether or not any had been sold on 
Sunday. President Owens, when placed 
on the stand, said: 


“The Oglethorpe Club is not a place 
where the public goes to get a drink. It 
is not open to everybody. It is a purely

The two negro waiters also endeavored 
to stand on the point of incrimination, 
but were overruled by the court and ad- 
mitted Serving drinks on Sunday. Alder- 
man Bacon objected to answering the 
questions, but as he was not an officer 
of the club and was in no danger of in- 
criminating himself, he was reguired to 
answer and admitted that he had seen 

served on Sundays. 

After exhaustive arguments by at- 


torneys on both sides, the case was given 
to the jury and that body returned a 
sealed verdict at 10 o’clock tonight. All 
the jurors were sworn to secrecy, but 
enough hes developed since the members 
geparated to warrant the stateinent that 
the verdict is one of “not guilty.”

Professor Herty of the University Of 
Georgia Is Making Careful Study. 


SHOULD PLANT NEW TREES 


More Economic and Systematio Way 


the Study of the Doctor. 
The. Work Is Hard 
and Slow. 


C. H. Herty’s work in behalf of the 
protection of the turpentine industry of 
the south is receiving attention and is 
destined to achieve great results. pe, 
Herty is daily in receipt of letters upon 
the subject. The national department of 
agriculture has taken the matter up and 
Secretary Wilson is greatly interested 
in it. 

The men interested in the turpentine 
industry recognize that at the present 
rate of wholesale chopping of the trees, 
without taking the steps to replace them, 
the life of the turpentine industry in 
this country is short and its days are 
practically numbered: 

A few days since the board of directors 
of the American Forestry Association of 
the United States took up the question 
and passed the following resolutions: 

“Whereas. The perpetuation of the na- 
yal stores industry is of vital importance 
to the south; and, 

‘Whereas, The present methods of 
gathering turpentine are destructive to 
the forests and threaten the extinction 
of the industry itself; therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, That the board of directors 
of the American Forestry Association ex- 
press hearty approval of the investigation 
now in progress by Dr. C. H. Herty, col- 
laborator of the bureau of forestry, to 
devise conservative methods of turpen- 
tine cropping and to ascertain their prac- 
ticabllity; and 

“Resolved further, That the board re- 
cord its sense of thé critical necessity to 
the south of carrying this investigation 


to a successful issue.” 

Dr. Herty spent the greater part of the 
summer in south Georgia gathering in- 
formation on the subject under considera- 
tion and is now at work to devise better 
plans for the conducting of the turpentine 
industry. Dr. Herty is directing his at- 
tention mainly to two points—first, to de- 
vise a more economical and more sys- 
tematic way of cropping and also to pro- 
vide a plan for replanting of trees so as 
to have new trees at hand when the 
older ones cease to be of use; and sec- 
ondly, to devise a better method of dis- 
tillation, so as to get more turpentine 
from a given number of trees. 

Dr. Herty is a native of Georgia, hav- 
ing been born in Milledgeville and grad- 
uating from the University of Georgia in 
1886. He is now adjunct professor of 
chemistry in the University of Georgia, 
and is recognized as one of the brainiest 
and most progressive young scientists in 
the country.

A few months ago, 
when the Continental Security Redemp- 
tion Company went into a receivership, 
many of the bond: holders were trans- 
ferred into the Mutual Fidelity Com- 
pany. The company is chartered under 
the laws of Connecticut, but has had 
its general offices in Norfolk. A day or 
two ago Columbus bond holders, becom- 
ing suspicious, sent an attorney, Edgar 
D. Burts, to Virginia to investigate. Mr. 
Burts was armed with receivership pa- 
pers, and finding a very unsatisfactory 
state of affairs applied for a receivership 
in the United States court at Richmond, 
which he obtained. He wired today to his 
clients to make mo further payments to 
the company, pronotincing it a fraud. 
The Mutual Fidelity Company is charac- 
terized here as a ‘‘get rich quick’’ con- 
cern which sold diamond investment con- 
tracts on the plan of debenture as in- 
vestment company. Recently the com- 
pany was denied the use of the: mails 
by the government. It looks as if the 
Continental redemption bond holders who 
transferred jumped from the frying pan 
into the fire,

of two reports, one by George H. Daniels, 
of the New York Central, on anti-scalping 


legislation, and the other by F. C. Don- 


ald, of the Western Traffic Association, 


on the establishment of a protective bu- 


reau. 


Mr. Daniels’ report, which was complete 


in its details, reviewed the work of his 


committee during the past year in pun- 


ishing frauds upon the railroads and upon 


the public perpetrated by counterfeiters 
and forgers of railroad tickets. The re- 
indicated that legislation against 
licket stalping was being pressed upon 
the legislatures of many states and that 


already favorable action had been taken 


by some of the legislatures. The estab- 
lishment and maintenance of a bureau of 
protection by the railroads of the country 
was recommended, the entire work. of 
prosecuting violators of the law in rela- 
tion to {tickets to be performed by the 
bureau without reference to the particu- 
line of railway against which the 
fraud was committed. The money for 
the maintenance of the bureau and for 
such expenses as it might have to incur 
is to be provided, according to the pro- 
posed .lan, by the various railroads in 
proportion to their mileage. The proposi- 
tions involved in the report were so im- 
portant and far-reaching that after con- 
siderable discussion, which clearly indi- 
cated the trend of sentiment, the entire 
subject was mads, as has been stated, a 
special order for 10 o'clock tomorrow.

JUDGE JONES ON 
THE GRANDEATHER 
CLAUSE 


His Convention Utterances Do Not 
Figure. 


REGISTRATION LAW STATUS. 


Interview with an Eminent Attorney 
of Montgomery—How. Judge 
Stone Reversed Himself 
on a Constitutional 
Point. 


Montgomery, Ala., October 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—“‘How little semblance of ground 
there is for the insinuation that perhaps 
the president appointed Ex-Governor 
Jones to the federal bench in Alabama 
to have a judge who would rip up the 
‘grandfather clause, upon which Judge 


Jones expressed himself in the constitu- 


tional convention, will readily occur to 


any who hunts up the federal statute,” 
said an eminent lawyer when asked about 
the matter by The Constitution. 

“Judge Jones, as judge of two of the 
districts in Alabama, can sit in the cir- 
cuit courts of the United States in those 
districts; but there is also a circuit jus- 
tice and a circuit judge who also sit in 
the circuit courts. If both these judges 
are present, he sits only by courtesy. 
If either the circuit judge or circuit jus- 
tice are present either one of them would 
rank District Judge Jones, and the opin- 
ion of the ranking judge would control 
and be the judgment of the circuit court, 
regardless of what Judge Jones’ opinion 
might be. Everybody who knows Judge 
Jones knows that he would not sit alone 
on such a case. If the government of the 
United States felt any interest in the 
question it could easily obtain the. pres- 
ence of higher judges to pass on such a 
question. The idea that thoughts of this 
kind entered into the mind of the presi- 
dent is, therefore, absurd. 

Concerning Registration Laws. 

“All this aside, there are other reasons 
which show the absurdity of these mis- 
givings. The courts of the United States 
have no original. jurisdiction to grant a 
mandamus: for instance, as to compel 
registration. They can only issue a man- 
damus in aid of some judgment already 
rendered. Neither have these courts any 
jurisdiction to enjoin the execution of the 
registration laws of a state, on the ground 
that they violate the constitution of the 
United States. This was tried in South 
Carolina and Chief Justice Fuller, sit- 
ting in the circuit court of appeals, de- 
nied the right of the federal courts to in- 
terfere in that way. Here is the syllabus 
in the noted South Carolina case of 
Green v. Mills, decided in ‘1895: 

‘“ *& court of equity has no jurisdiction 
on a bill asking relief on behalf of the 
plaintiff and other citizens similarly sit- 
uated, to enjoin a county supervisor of 
registration from performing the duties 
prescribed by the state registration laws 
on the ground that the state laws are 
unconstitutional and operate to deprive 
plaintiff and others of their right to 
vote.’ 

Judge Jones vs. Judge Stone. 

“If the Alabama constitution gets 
before the supreme court of the United 
States it will probably be by appeal from 
How it will 
commence, if it is commenced, is imma- 
terial, so far as any voice Judge Jones 
might have. Besides, eminent lawyers in 
the Alabama convention believe the 
clauses severable and that striking out 
the grandfather clause would not affect 
the other qualifications. Whatever opin- 
ion a lawyer may have expressed else- 
where it is not always the case when 
he comes on the bench that he feels 
bound by them as a judge. 

‘It is related of the great Chief Jus- 
tice Stone, of Alabama, that he carefully 
drew an impeachment statute, which he 
said was sure to stick, and afterwards, 
as chief justice, rendered the opinion of 
the supreme court of our neighboring 
state, that the act was clearly uncon- 
stitutional.” 


MR. ASBURY HULL IS DEAD. 


One of Augusta’s Most Prominent 


Citizens Passes Away. 

Augusta, Ga., October 16.—(Special.)— 
Asbury Hull, prominent cotton factor 
and influential citizen, died today after a 
week’s illness. He leaves a wife and 
four children. He was 42 years old and 
prior to his fatal illness was a man of 
splendid physique and vitality with every 
apparent promise of long life. 


Green Fuller, West Point, Ga. 


West Point, Ga., October 16.—(Special.) 
Green Fuller died at his home on east 
sid2 this afternoon after an illness of six 
weeks. It was paralysis of the brain. 
A third stroke came about fwo weeks 
ago. Mr. Fuller had been a resident of 
West Point over forty years. He was 
born near here October 9, 1837. He was 
a private in the confederate army and 
lost his left arm in one of the battles. 
He was city marshal, and until 1899 was 
in the employ of the city as street over- 
seer. He leaves a wife and three chil- 
dren—Mrs. John E. Hodnett, Miss Bettie 
Fuller and George Fuller. His remains 
will be interred in Pinewood cemetery 
tomorrow afternoon, the. Royal Arcanum, 
of which order he was a member, con- 
ducting the services.

MERCHANTS ARE DISPLEASED 


Railroads Refuse To Issue Bills of 
Lading Until Cotton Is Loaded 


on the Cars. 

Americus, Ga., October 16.—(Special.)— 
Cotton shipments from Americus are 
row subject to great delay on account 
of congestion of cotton from other towns 
at the local compress. The press com- 
bine, havin~ closed the Dawson press, is 
forcing large sbipments of cotton from 
adjacent territory here, and the claim is 
made that this cotton is given preference 
over Americus cotton. This, together 
with the refusal of railroads to issue 
bills of lading for shipments until cotton 
is compressed and actually loaded aboard 
cars, has caused great discontent among 
warehousemen, shippers and bankers, all 
of whom are directly affecte@ by this ar- 
bitrary arrangement, 

At a meeting of the Americus bankers, 
cotton buyers and warehousemen this af- 
ternoon, vigorous protest was made to 
the authorities of the Central and Sea- 
board Air Line railways, and a general 
conference will be held here this week 
with a view of affording relief. The pres- 
ent afbitrary conditions are calculated to 
greatly endanger Americus’ mercantile 
interests, as buyers refuse to take cotton 
unless the railroads will transport it to 
Savannah in a reasonable time.

The postoffice authorities in At- 
lanta hold that this law does not apply 
to books in cloth or leather bindings, 
which are prohibited from second-class 
mail.

Now. while such remarks may not 
have the slightest foundation except in 
the biased imagination of some blind fol- 
lower of the Crowninshield comtination, 
it is nevertheless a serious allegation 
against the honor, integrity and intelli- 
gence of Admiral Dewey and his asso- 
ciates on the court, Rear Admirals Ben- 
ham and Ramsay. 

Public sentiment .is not influenced by 
the narrow-minded jealousies which are 
known to exist in the navy as well as in 
the army. There is no-disputing the fact 
that there is a strong vre‘udice against 
Schley among naval officers generally. 
It existed long before the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war. and but for the fact that chance 
made him the recognized hero of the 
battle of Santiago, the searchlight of a 
naval court of inquiry would not have 
been turned on Schiey. If, however, the 
naval friends -* Sampson on duty in 
the navy department are correct In their 
forecast of the decision or findings of the 
Dewey court, it is more than probable 
that congress will take a hand in show- 
ing up the true inwardness of the Samp- 
son-Schley controversy. 

Naval Scandal Is Discussed. 

During the past two weeks many sena- 
tors and representatives have, during 
their visits to the white house, indulged 
in strong comments on the naval scandal 
and the deliberate and semi-official at- 
tempt to blacken the record of Schley 
and at the same time discredit congress 
for having joined with the late Presi- 
dent McKinley in promoting Schley and 
other naval officers for their victory at 
Santiago. 

Those who have been regular in their 
attendance upon the sessions of the court, 
and who are personclly acquainted with 
at least two members of the court—Dewey 
and Ramsay—do not credit for an in- 
stant the insinuation originating in the 
navy department that it is “a one-man 
court. against Schley.’ Admjral Dewey 
has won the admiration of all present 
by his fair and impartial rulings, and 
many of the questions he has propounded 
to witnesses indicated that he proposed 
to consider facts and discard idle .heories 
and impressions which show a decided 
bias. 

Much to the discomfiture and chagrin 
of the Sampsonites, their own witnesses 
have fully convinced nine-tenths of the 
American people that two of the most 
important accusations against Schley are 
not sustained. It has been demonstrated 
by testimony drawn reluctantly from 
witnesses that either by design or acci- 
dent, important information which 
Schley, as commander of the flying 
squadron, should have had off the south- 
ern coast of Cuba, was kept from him. 
The second charge, upon which the com- 
plaint rested so heavily, ‘‘the Brooklyn's 
famous loop,”’ has been practically aban- 
doned, because it was a clear case of a 
theory kicked to death by stubborn facts. 
Cammon sense and the conditions then 
existing, as explained by the anti-Schley 
witnesses, has convinced naval experts 
and laymen that the “loon,” instead of 
being an act of cowardice was a stra- 
tegic move which could not have been 
avoided without blanketing almost every 
American ship in the battle. How much 
stronger the case will be made when 
Schley's witnesses come upon the stand 
remains to be developed. 


May Find the Work Quite Tedious. 


If President Roosevelt intends to throw | 


a searchlight upon the moral as well as 
the political standing of. every appli- 
cant for federal office appearing before 
him there may be some interesting, if 
not sensational disclosures, before his 
administration is over. President Roose- 


velt is an honest and fearless believer 


in the merit system in dealing with pub- 
lic officers. His record is unbroken 
on that line. 
he was a member of the civil service 
commission, as commissioner of police in 
New York city, later, as assistant sec- 
retary of the navy, and afterwards 


president of the United States, he is 
equally firm in his determination to sanc- 
tion only the appointment of ‘‘clean” men 
to the public service. 
commissioner, he learned to inquire into 
the mental capacity of public officials. 
As police commissioner in New York 
city his experience taught him some- 
thing of the moral nature of certain 
persons. As governor of New York he 
had an opportunity to realize that even 
the smoothest political bosses will some 
time resort to ‘‘rough-house methods” to 
pull off a political trick. 

If he can establish such a policy and 
maintain it, the public serviee will be 
vastly benefited, but the professional 
politicans will resort to the limit of 
their craft in their efforts to deceive 
him. He is astute enough to know that 
some of the leaders of the republican or- 
gaaization had no idea a few months ag» 
that he would be president. Even some 


of those who forced him into the vice | 


presidency imagined they were side-track- 
ing him in the future. He is not ig- 
norant of the conditions confrorting him. 
but he has confiderce in his courage and 
ability to meet the demands of the occa- 
sion with the same fearlessness that has 
ever characterized his public utterances 
and public acts. 

It sends a cold shiver down the backs 
of the political camp followers and bum- 
mers, who ponder over the thought that 
the president may send out an agent of 
the secret service to investigate the moral 
Status of every applicant for a federal 
office. Those who have had an cppor- 


tunity to dieeuags the subject of pati onage 


with the president are convinced that he 
is sincere in his declaration that appli- 
cants for office must be morally, as well 
as metnally and physically qualified for 
the position sought.

Cutting Down the Perquisites. 

The disposition of President Roose- 
velt to cut down the perquisites of re- 
publican adhesion in the south will be. 
largely aided if the national conven- 
tions of that party will refuse seats to 
the commercial delegations sent up by 
black constituencies. 

This .suggestion was mooted two 
years ago by Mr. Payne, of Wisconsin, 
who proposed that delegates with no 
constituencies should cast no votes. 
“The position in the south,” said Mr. 
Payne, in a recent talk with the pres- 
ident, “is perfectly plain to me.” 

Three or four southern states that poll 
about 60,000 votes have as many votes at 
national conventions as three or four of 
the western states that poll hundreds of 
thousands of republican votes. In other 
words, each of these delegates would rep- 
resent, say a thousand votes, as against 
20,000 votes represented by one of the 
delegates from New York, Wisconsin or 
Illinois. This is not fair representation. 
It is bad for the negroes, bag for the 
whites in the south, and has tended to 
reduce the growth of republican s@ti- 
ment in those southern states. The small 
band of negro office holders who have 
for years held up the republican party 
and who have monopolized all the federal 
offices of the south naturally do not want 
any change. It has been their effort to 
make themselves as objectionable as pos- 
sible to southern white men with the 
view of keeping down the republicans 
southern vote in the south that they 
might continue to monopolize the 
fices. If President Roosevelt is able to 
change the condition of things in the 
south he will, even if he does nothing else 
in his administration, be entitled to the 
respect of the American people’ and he 
will have earned all the honor that his 
party may heap upon him. 

The south will be gratified with anv 
improvement the republican party can 
bring about within its own ranks. No 
man likes to have a_ disagreeable 
neighbor, and since the republican 
party is in existence we would like to 
see it occupy as high’a standard as 
possible. 

The republican party has been solic- 
itous about negro suffrage in the 
south, while the southern people have 
been annoyed by the efforts of repub- 
lican leaders to debauch that vote 
It is bad enough to see a man around 
the corner buying up stray votes in a 
municipal election, but how much 
worse to see a state convention take 
a recess in order to give the members 
time to bargain with the representa- 
tives of a presidential candidate? In 
that case the dry rot begins at the 
head and courses downward. 

Mr. Payne has mapped out a big job. 


Work Ahead in Mississippi. 

According to exposures made by The 
Vicksburg Herald concerning men at 
the head of the republican party in 
Mississippi, the president will have 
to cross the line for material when he 
reaches the appointments for that 
state. 

Such a state of things as is outlined 
by The Herald as existing in Missis- 
sippi calls for some action such’ as 
President Roosevelt knows: how to 
take, and in which he will be justified 
by all self-respecting republicans. It 
is a national misfortune that in any 
state of the union the management of 
either of the two great parties should 
fall into unworthy hands. Party offi- 
cérs are our unofficial rulers, and 
should be held up to the same high 
standard required of officers duly 
elected. 

Mississippi is a great state, with. 
wonderful resources. Her people are 
not likely to become republican under 
any contingency, but they will wel- 
come the interference of the president 
to the extent that he may improve the 
personnel of party management or, 
failing to succeed in that, will select 
suitable men from the _ opposition. 
This much_is due the state. 


Influence of Money in Development. 

The first requirement of progress in 
any community is an adequate money 
supply. at a reasonable rate of inter- 


est 

This matter has been referred to by 
The Rome Tribune, which declares 
that that community flourishes where 
there is abundance of cheap money, 
but regrets that in Rome there are 
some obstacles. “Tt is to be regret- 
ted,” says The Tribune— 
that there are institutions in Rome 
which charge 12 per cent interest and 
even. more. No business or Industry can 
be successful if it has to constantly pay 
such an exorbitant rate of interest. It 
it both usurious and ruinous. These are 
days of small profits and quick returns, 
but if a firm has to pay 12 per cent it 
will have a hard road to travel. In fact, 
we would advise any business house that 
has to continually pay 12 per cent Inter- 
est to quit business and to go to plow- 
ing. It will be found more profitable. 
We are glad to say that these institutions 
charging 12 per cent are very few. There 
are many houses, firms and institutions 
satisfied with the legal rate of interest. 

And then this sensible question: 

Cannot this hindrance to Rome’s pros- 
perity be overcome? Cannot Rome's 
business men get together and see that 
interest rates are kept down to the legal 
rate? 

There is no doubt that the advance- 
ment of Georgia is largely retarded be- 
cause of local interests standing be- 
tween the people and the cheap money 
ready to be spent among them. There 
are men with the mistaken idea that 
if they can keep up the money rate 
they will do well, whereas they could 
do much better if they would but as- 
sist their neighbors to business oppor- 
tunities. In a town out of which for- 
eign money is kept, or where it is 
loaned through agents who add three 
or four per cent for . personal use, 
there must be paralysis of effort. En- 
terprising men are barred out from 
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One vor the great secrets of Atlanta's 
success is the readiness with which 
money may be obtained, and the nom- 
inal commission charged. From: 5 to 
61-2 per cent is the usual rate, with 
commission, including title examina- 
tion, of such small amount as would 
astonish those who have been paying 
high prices. The result is that a great- 
er proportion of the population is en- 
thusiastically at work. 

It would pay the business men of 
any town in Georgia to accept the sug- 
gestion of The Tribune, and arrange 
for a supply of money free from ex: 
orbitant interest and commission 
charges. 


Without Regard to Hanna. 

The failure to consult with Mr Han- 
na in his character as chairman of the 
national republican committee in re- 
gard to federal appointments is such a 
break from precedent that it has oawa- 
sioned general comment. As a con- 
sequence, there is expected a state- 
ment from Mr. Hanna explaining the 
changed relation. 

With Mr. McKinley as president, 
Mr. Hanna kept close touch upon ap- 
pointments in all the democratic 
states from which there were no re 
publican senators. This increased 
patronage at the disposal of the Ohio 
senator came as a perquisite with his 
occupation of the office of national 
chairman. Mr. Hanna maintained a 
large force of clerks, who looked after 
the vast correspondence which grew 
out of patronage contests. The clerks 
were paid by the national committee's 
treasurer. Mr. Hanna is said to have 
personally -advised 90 per cent of the 
appointments. Since Mr. Roosevelt’s 
accession there has been no call upon 
the Ohioan for advice, and the force of 
clerks has been enjoying a holiday. 
Some of them are even casting about 
for new jobs. 

The instances in which the national 
chairman has been ignored are daily 
growing more numerous. Among 
them: 

The appointment of the federal district 
attorney in hansas, turning down the 
Hanna republican national committee- 
man, is a case in point. Following this 
came the selection of the anti-Addicks 
postmaster for Wilmington, Del., and it 
was known on all sides that Chairman 
Hanna favored the appointment of an 
Addicks man as best for ‘the repub§can 
party. 

Since then an-applicant for a Missouri 
postoffice has been informed that Na- 
tional Committeeman Kernes would no 
longer be recognized as representing the 
interests of Missouri republicans at 
Washington.

As a consequence, the negro 
emigration from the south to the north 
has been almost altogether to the towns, 
where odd jobs and personal service can 
be secured, 

In the south the movement of the ne- 
gro population has been difficult to un- 
derstand, as the following figures giving 
the proportion of negroes to the entire 
population will show:

This was expected and has, indeed, been 
going on for years. The negroes of Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee are so near Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois that they naturally 
drift over there and the probabilities are 
that a majority of the northern negroes 
come from the border states. 


The French Crop Failure. 
_From the selfish point of view, the crop 
reports from France cOme as good news 
ty our wheat growers.” According to The 
Bulletin des Halles, this is one of the 
comparatively few years in which the 
French wheat harvest is not sufficient 
to meet the home consumption of bread. 
The estimated yield this year is 292,000,000 
bushels, or about 4,000,000 bushels less 
than that of last year, which was also a 
short crop. Wrance requires about 335,- 
000,000 bushels to feed her population, 
basing the annual average consumption 
at 35 pounds per head. This failure of 
the home crops will have to be met by 
imports, and the tax which France im- 
poses on imported breadstuffs will ten 
to make dear bread for Ber people. Al 
ready it has been suggested that it would 
be well for the government to remit the 
duty on imported wheat this year, as it 
did in 1898. As might be expected, th. 
farmers are not in favor of such a re- 
duction, as they wish,to profit by highe: 
prices, while the revenue that may thus 
be brought into the treasury wiil be 
very welcome to the government.

pointed to the unsatisfactory condition of 
matters in the. navy department during 
the Incumbency of the present secretary | 
of the navy, Mr. Long. The three pre- 
vious secretaries, Whitney, Tracy and 
Herbert, were strong men, who knew 
their own minds and kept all the offi- 
cers of-the department in their proper 
places. They had no favorites among 
the officers, but were impartial and strict- 
ly just in their relations to them al). Un- 
der their regime, therefore, there was no 
caballing or intriguing of any Sort in the 
department; officers had their duties 
pointed out to them, and were made to 
attend to those duties and let others 
along. 

Long, their successor, on the other 
hand, is a very weak man, and has no 
idea of disciplining a self-assertive body 
of officers. Weak rulers, as all history 
teaches, take stronger-minded men than 
themeelves for favorites, and committing 
their judgment to those favorites, prac- 
tically efface themselves and rule through 
their favorites. This was Long’s case. 
Difident of his own ability to manage 
the department, of which he has been 
merely the figure-head, he really intrust- 
ed the management of it to Rear Admiral 
Crowninshield, the chief of the bureau of 
navigation. Crowninshield is a much 
abler man than Long and was soon able 
to lead the secretary by a silken thread, 
after he (Crowninshield) had been placed 
at the head of the bureau named. 

Crowninshield, eight or ten years ago, 
was in command of a United States man- 
of-war, and charges were brought against 
him that he kept his ship In unclean con- 
dition. Schley presided over the court- 
martial which tried Crowninshield; and 
although the accused was acquitted, he 
conceived at that date a rancorous hos- 
tility against Schley for no reason that 
anybody is cdOgnizant of, which has 
known no let up. 

Through Long’s weakness and his fa- 
voritism fcr Crowninshield, the latter, in 
his capacity of head of the bureau of 
navigation, has had intrusted to him the 
sole disposition of naval officers’ assign- 
ments. He has had the sole and undis- 
puted authority to send this officer to 
such and such a command, that officer 
to such and such another command, and 
a third officer to still another com- 
mand. He could send the officers he 
disliked to distant and dreary positions, 
while those he liked he could assign to 
eligible stations near home. He could give 
one man a light and easy position at 
Washington, place another on shdre duty 
who yearned to be at sea; hold another, 
full of life and energy, on waiting or- 
ders for months until he was sick, etc. 
He has had, in fact, through this power 
of assignment, the future of naval officers 
to a great extent in his hands. He could 
make them or mar them. 


Schley Kept Ignorant. 


(From The Washington Post.) 

It 1s clear to all who have carefully fol- | 
lowed the testimony that up to the mo- 
ment Sf his departure from Cienfuegos 
Schley had not received one single word 
of definite and positive information as to 
the whereabouts of Cervera’s squadron. 

Sampson had that-information on the 

19th day of May—according to the official 
report of Colonel Allen, of the signal 
corps; his spokesmen admit that the news 
was absolutely confirmed on the 20th, yet 
the fact was not communicated to Schley 
by any of the various messengers sent by 
Sampson in the interval. It has been 
brought out under cross-examination 
that quite a number of officers knew all 
about it, but the testimony shows that 
not one of them told Admiral Schley. 
Even Sampson’s dispatch of the 2list— 
sent after the receipt of explicit con- 
firmation of Cervera’s presence at San- 
tiago—even that dispatch was indefinite 
and put upon Schley the onus of assur- 
ing himself that the Spaniards were not 
at Cienfuegos before he sailed for San- 
tiago. This he might easily have done 
three days earlier had Sampson fur- 
nished him with the signals agreed upon 
for communication with the Cubans. As 
it happened, however, this information, 
though it seems to have been imparted 
to eWery other commanding officer of im- 
portance, was never imparted to Schley 
or the captain of his flagship. Schley, 
therefore, was charged by Sampson to 
satisfy himself that Cervera was not at 
Cienfuegos, while the only means by 
which he could do this was withheld from 
him. And all this time Sampson knew 
the Spaniards were not there, and that 
Schley was wasting his time on a fool’s 
errand! 
This is the reprehensible conduct of 
which Sampson complained—conduct for 
which Sampson, not Schley, was abso- 
lutely responsible. Schley was left there 
before Cienfuegos, under Sampson's in- 
junctions to make sure as to the pres- 
ence of Cervera inside the harbor: he 
knew nothing of the signals agreed upon; 
he knew nothing of the facts as to San- 
tiago; vessels came and went with offi- 
cers on board who knew the signal code, 
who knew whem Cervera really was; 
one Officer wigwagged to another officer, 
who never reported to Schley; other off- 
cers took it for granted that Schley 
must know—and so the whole wretched 
farce was played out, whether intention- 
ally or in honest @rog on the part of the 
various actors, and, as the upshot, the 
victim of the whole astounding compli- 
cation went on record charged with “rep- 
rehensible conduct” by the man chiefly 
responsible for it all. 

Certainly, this is settled beyond all 
question of a doubt.

LETTER WRITTEN TO THE

Governor Candler Sent It to Solicitor 
General Brunson with Instruc-

Governor Candler received a letter yes- 
terday containing information which, if 
true, shows that a rather unusual and 
remarkable crime was committed a short 
time ago in Bibb county, some distance 
from Macon. 

The letter was from a negro whose 
name the governor did not recall, as he 
had sent the letter away for investiga- 
tion. 

It stated that several days ago a white 
man who desired to prosecute his son 
for some alleged crime had secured a 
constable and gone on a hunt for the 
boy. The negro stated that the officer 
and the prosecutor had killed his son 
and buried the body themselves in the 
woods. He concluded by asking if there 
was no redress or no protec eon for the 
negro in Georgia. 

Governor Candler sent the letter to So- 
licitor General William Brunson, of the 
Macon circuit, with instructions to inves- 
tigate it thoroughly and take steps to 
prosecute the guilty parties, if he found 
the statement true.

A QUESTION OF JURISDICTION. 


Interesting Point in Building and 
Loan Case. 

The receiver of the New Orleans Build- 
ing and Loan Association, appointed un- 
der a bill filed in the United States cir- 
cuit court in Louisiana, has filed thirty 
suits in the circuit court for the north- 
ern district of Georgia to enforce the 
collection of loans made by stockholders 
on real estate. Some of these demands 
are for small amounts—less than $500— 
but the receiver claims jurisdiction be- 
cause the original bill involved half & 
million. Among those sued is Mrs. Julia 
King, of LaGrange, Ga., whose debt is 
$400. and she claims to have paid nearly 
all of that amount and that the balance 
really due is less than $100. In her de- 
murrer, filed by J. H. Pitman, she says 
that if the circuit court of the United 
States may entertain jurisdiction of this 
contention, then the federal courts are 
invading the jurisdiction of the Georgia 
justices of the peace, contrary to the 
spirit of the law. Mr. Pitman will con- 
tend that these suits should be filed in 
the state courts and in the counties of 
the defendants’ residence.

LINEMAN MET 
FEARFUL DEATH 


Edward Gary Killed Yester- 
day Afternoon While 
Removing Wire. 


MANY EYEWITNESSES 
WERE HORROR STRUCK 


Gary Was on a Pole To Remove a. 


Railway Wire and Touched an 
Electric Light Wire—The 
Scene Was an Aw- 
ful One. 


While attempting to remove a wire from 
a pole for the Railway and Power com- 
pany, near the corner of Forsyth and 
Mitchell streets, yesterday evening about 
5:30 o’clock, Edward Gary accidentally 
touched a lHve wire of the Georgia Elec- 
tric Light Company and he fell back- 
ward to the ground a dead man. 

Gary was working alone and ascended 
the pole shortly after 6 o’clock. He was 
watched by several people, among whom 
were Hollis A. Hoynton and Dr. A. 8. 
Bridwell. After reaching the first cross- 
arm he threw a leg over a wire to steady 
himself and was in the act of climbing 
higher when his right wrist touched an 
electric light wire. His whole body in a 
moment was in a flame. He was 
seen to clutch at his right arm 
with his left hand and another 
sheet of flame shot over his body. He 
stiffened out, quivered a few moments 
and then sat rigid. For fifteen or twen- 
ty seconds he sat there, then he swayed 
backward and fell to the earth. 

The fall crushed his skull and would 
have caused death if the shock had not 
already killed him. 

The men who saw him looked aghast 
at the thrilling scene until he began to 
fall and then they turned their backs to 
avoid witnessing the fall. 

Found Him Dead. 

Dr. Curtis ran from his drug store to 
the man’s side and felt his pulse. He 
was dead. Blood oozed from his ears. 
On his left arm the flesh had been burned 
to the bone. 

The body was taken to the undertaking 
establishment of Hilburn & Poole.

Inconveniences lomposed on 
Travelers Result in Constant 
Protest

SMALL WAITING ROOM 
A GERM BREEDING PLACE 


Small Number of Tracks and Their 
Arrangement, Forcing Travelers 
To Cross Trains, Presents 
a Menace to Human 
Life. 


The presence of the annual Southern 
Interstate fair with its incident throng 
of out-of-town visitors to the city; the 
near approach of the Georgia legislature, 
and the fall influx of northern visitors 
to Florida and other southern points, 
make Atlanta’s unsightly, inganitary and 
utterly inadequate depot a subject of deep 
concern. 

Atlanta’s carshed—some one has appro- 
priately termed it a “cowshed’’—is in 
very truth one of the most serious mat- 
ters that block the progress of .uwis city. 
With commendable forbearance, realizing 
in a half-hearted fashion that what could 
not apparently be cured must be endured, 
Atlantans have dropped into the habit 
of regarding the squat, squalid structure 
that passes for a passenger station in the 
light of a huge joke. And a joke it has 
been—a big joke on Atlanta! But the 
time for jest has ceased to be. To en- 
dure in long suffering a state-wide —s- 
grace and stigma is a pardonabie virtue, 
when, by the proper means, the situation 
might be relieved. 

Atlanta is a metropolitan tpene of 
the largest, and certainly the most ad- 
vanced and enterprising in the south. Her 
street railway systems are the best to be 
found anywhere in a city of like size; her 
tall buildings rear their lofty heads on 
all sides and punctuate the horizon in 
picturesque array; her climate is unex- 
celled and her facilities for caring for 
northern visitors are splendid. In fact, 
in every respect Atlanta is a model of 
progressiveness save in one glaring par- 
ticular. 

Her Poor Accommodations. 

One of the largest railroad terminals 
in the southern states with a daily influx 
of visitors to the city, her means of* ac- 
commodating those who make use of in- 
coming and outgoing trains is about as 
inadequate as one would reasonabliv ex- 
pect of a country village of one-tenth 
the population and importanee. 

One unfamiliar with a city—say, for ex- 
ample, the visitor who is merely passing 
through—is pretty apt to gain a lasting 
impression from the first view that pre- 
sents itself. What a_ sinister impression 
must such a person receive when he en- 
ters the gloomy, grimy, squat portals of 
Atlanta's carshed! Measuring other 
things by this architectural monstrosity 
with its grim and unhospitable aspect, it 
would be small wonder if he did not go 
out of Atlanta giving her a black eye 
at every possible opportunity. 

Forbidding and absolutely unsightly as 
is its exterior, that is not an important 
fraction of the story. Its interior ar- 
rangement, or, more properly speaking. 
disarrangement, could not have been 
worse, 

In the narrow confines of a waiting 
room scarcely larger than the library of 
a well equipped family residence you will 
find at not infrequent times hundreds of 
perspiring and utterly unhappy humanity 
who are compelled to inhale the germs 
of countless diseases that are wafted 
with every chance breath of air which 
steals unexpectedly into the room. Young 
people—frequently babes in arms—old 
people, too decrepit to stand and sick 
people, are jammed together with little 
consideration for health and comfort. 

Inconvenient Trackage. 

The waiting rooms, toilet rooms and 
general arrangement of the structure is 
bad enough, but the facility for trackage 
is worse. With five tracks on the in- 
side of the grimy shed, there are two 
tracks on the outside to the south. In 
rainy wéather it is not infrequent that a 
person coming in on the Southern is eom- 
pelled to walk a block or more until he 
arrives at the shed. In dry weather 
the outside tracks are dusty and grease- 
besmeared. There are times when—the 
inside of the shed being filled with trains— 
a person alighting from a train on an out- 
side track is put to the necessity of 
walking fully one-half a mile up and 
down tracks before he actually arrives 
at the entrance. 

These are but a few of the drawbacks 
that Atlanta is daily forced to face—a ait- 
uation which grows worse with each 
added member of its population, a situa- 
tion which has been too long endured, one 
that has become notorious wherever the 
name of Atlanta is known! 

What is to be done? is the oft-asked 
question. The last move made in the 


matter was when thg legislative commit- 
tee called for a conférence -with the rail- 
road committee. Nothing has come of 
this call thus far. In the meantime At- 
lanta waits—but not in patience!

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FIRST OF FAIR RACES 


AT PIEDMONT PARK 


Under Favorable Conditions 
Meeting Opens with Fast 
~ Performances, 


TWO INITIAL EVENTS: GO 
TO A GEORGIA STAGLE 


Entries of Henderson & Monahan, 
of Savannah, Split the Card with 
W. F. Walters and C. J. 
Feb—Harness Races 
Come Today. 


Races, the kind that sets the blood a 
tingling and keeps one on tiptoes until 
the last nose has gone under the wire, 
marked the opening of the season of track 
events at the Piedmont park course yés- 
terday afternoon. 

Probably four prettier running events 
were never witnessed on an Atlanta 
track than the quartet that claimed the 
opening card. Not a‘one was there of the 
equine aristocrats that went to the: post 
but showed the pink of condition and dis- 
played the limit of eagerness for the sig- 
nal. Every racer on the card did pay- 
day running, and there was not a point 
on the course until the wire had been 
passed that a call was significant of vic- 
tory. It was a splendid track perform- 
ance throughout, the kind of an exhibi- 
tion. where the inborn pride and sensi- 
tive nature of the thoroughbred has more 
to do with winning than either whip or 
spur. 

Never were conditions more auspicious 
for a racing meet. The weather was 
ideal for the purpose, the track was a 
stretch of smoothest velvet, sure and 
fast enough for any gait, and the audi- 
ence was large and enthusiastic enough 
to add an inspiration to the sport. It is 
estimated that fully 6,000 persons were 
at the track. 

The honors yesterday went to a Georgia 
Stable, that of Henderson & Monahan, of 
Savannah, with Ellis in the saddle for 
the owners. Twice did the lad bring his 
mounts under the wire ahead of the field, 
and in the next to the last event he 
picked third money from the bunch in a 
blanket finish. The mile event was cap- 
tured by Larequoise, the bay gelding of 
the W. F. Walters stable, and the prize 
for the seven furlongs distance went to 
Patchwork, the chesnut filly owned by 
C. J. Feb. 

The Inaugural Scramble. 

The first race yesterday, the Inaugural 
Scramble, for 3-year-olds and up at 5% 
furlongs, brought out twelve entries. 
Dyke and Two Aannies, the coupled entry 
from the Finley stable, showed as first 
choice on the board, at odds of 2 to 1. 
Full Dress, the handy winner of the 
event, was marked at 7 to 1. 

The only ragged start of the day was In 
the first event. The horses got off with 
Full Dress, Vince and Dandy Belle well 
to the front, some fatal gaps of daylight 
showing in the strifg that followed.

Where there are two or more than 
two barber shops, they mlist select two or more 
bosses and one or more journeymen to serve on 
the examination board for eXamining barbers 
and for large cities, five or more bosses and 
four or more journeymen. 

The remaining sections of the measure 
relate to the duties of the proposed ex- 
amination board and the requirements 
the board must make of the journeymen 
barbers that come before it for examifa- 
tion.

The Plan, It Is Said, Contemplates 
the Oonstruction of Three Fur- 
naces of 100 Tons Capacity 
EKach—Plans Are Not 
Complete. 


A ayndicate of New York capitalists has 
been formed to acquire and develop the 
entire iron interests of north Georgia. 

W. B. Lowe. of Atlanta, has just re- 
turned from New York, Where he has 
been presenting the matter to capitail- 
iste in that city. They will come south 
in a few days to investigate the iron 
district near Rome and in other localities. 
Mr. Lowe will go with them and show 
the various mines and furnaces. The 
members of the syndicate are personal 
friends of Mr. Lowe who have been in- 
terested with him in other enterprises. 

The plan contemplated by the syndi- 
cate ia the full development of Georgia’s 
iron resources. Three 100-ton furnaces, 
it is said, will be built at the start. 

Mr. Lowe, when seen concerning the 
enterprise, sald that the plans of the 
syndicate were not settled as yet, but 
that before long the gentlemen who 
were interested in the movement would 
inspect the ground in person, after which 
definite arrangements would be made. 
Meanwhile, he could make no positive 
statements as to details. 

Vast Iron Industry. 

The news that Georgia's iron industry 
is to be developed by northern capital 
will be read with interest throughout the 
state. It has long been known that large 
deposits of ore existed in certain sections 
of Georgia, but lack of sufficient capital 
has hitherto retarded their development.
